Memory >-elcrtion: This clay is 
holy unto our Lord; neither be 
ye grieved: fur the joy of Die 
Ford is your strength. N ehem iah 
8:10 
This w eek’s lesson affords a strik ­ 
ing illustration th a t m aterial recon­ 
struction i* not in itself sufficient in 


the rebuilding of a nation. N ehe­ 
miah, state m an and engineer, had 
dent- a rem arkable work in restoring 
the wall- and other structures in 
Jerusalem From captivity in Baby­ 
lon he had come and. w ith the w ill­ 
ing cooperation of faithful Hebrews 
still living In the hom eland, the 
task had been accom plished in spite 
of the opposition of m ocking pagan 
tribes. 


But th is was not enough. A nother 
great leader had a ta k to perform 
T hat m an was Ezra the scribe, well 
versed in a knowledge of the Law 
G o d s 
law—for his people. T o­ 
gether w ith others who, like him self, 
had rem ained true to the faith of the 
Hebrews. Ezra looked forw ard to the 
tim e when true worship would be 
restored in a rebuilt Jerusalem Thi 
hope and expectation m ade captivity 
in Babylon a t least endurable. The 
sacred w ritings of the prophets and 
law givers were reviewed and care­ 
fully codified 
A favorable turn in events cam e to 
the captive 
Hebrews 
when 
Kine 
C yprus of Persia conquered Babylon. 
T his new m aster was willing to have 
Ezra and his associates retu rn to 


then native land He even gave them 
assistance So, after a lour and labo­ 
rious 
trek, 
the 
Holy 
City 
was 
leached The tw-o leaders. Nehemiah 
Die builder and 
Ezra the scribe, 
planned for the complete rehabilita­ 
tion of their people 
Reading The Law 
There was a dram atic moment 
when "all the people” gathered in a 
public place and requested Ezra to 
read them the Law of Moses. We 
may assume th at 
Ezra 
employed 
good judgment in waiting for this 
request to come from the people 
themselves. 
Good 
psychology, 
wp 
may call it. Abo, it may bi' noted 
that. In .spite of the long period 
during which the Law had been neg­ 
lected, there still remained a popular 


desire for the fa itll of then fathers. 
From a high pulpit erected for the 
purpose Ezra read from the .acred 
writings to men. women ami chil­ 
dren And there were assistants, the 
Levites and others, who helped in 
interpreting w hat was read 
Note 
th a t the "people stood” during the 
sessions of this ancient course of 
religious instruction which contin­ 
ued from early m orning till noon. 
The response th a t followed would 
have rew arded any teacher of the 
Bible in our m odern C hurch schools. 
As the people heard what the law- 
required of them and realized how 
they had failed in their observance 
they were conscience sm itten and 
"all the people wept." Here was true
